LONDON (UP) — Moscow radio 
broadcast a Russian proposal that 
a Formosa peace conference be 
held this mcmth in Shang hai or 
New Delhi. 
The proposal, according to reli­ 
able sources in London, already 
has been “diplomatically" rejected 
by Britain because it would ex­ 
clude Nationalist China.

LINCOLN — I wish to commend 
the fine letter of Lorena M. Stan­ 
ton (Public Mind, Jan. 12» ahout 
zoning. I wish to express some of 
my own experience with zoning 
which I helive to be one of the mo.st 
misfitted changes of zoning to have 
taken place in Lincoln. 
I am referring to zoning on Touz- 
alin Avenue. This 
ls a boulevard 
type of street, two one-way roads 
with a park area separating the 
two lanes of traffic such as Sheri­ 
dan Boulevard in .south Lincoln. 
These distinct street* aren’t nu­ 
merous. but are very beautiful. 
This type of street is a very cfxstly 
paving project and the city of Lin­ 
coln in the la.st several years has 
helped pay .some of the paving 
ro.sts on two such streets to relieve 
.« -ome of the high cost for the prop­ 
erty owners 
Ymi don't need the 
costly knowledge of city planners 
to tell you such a street is defi­ 
nitely re.sidcntial although the Rock 
Island Railroad bi.sects one block 
of Touzalm Avenue as it does Sher­ 
idan Boulevard 
We purchased our home on Touz- 
ahn Avenue in residential surround­ 
ings. Since then we have fought and 
petitioned against changes of zon­ 
ing from residential to light indus­ 
trial. A four to two vote hy the City 
Council approved the first spot.

For when you know what 
bothers you and why. then the trouble may 
be cured through spiritual therapy. 
A We.st Coa.st physician once consulted me 
saying that he and his wife had reached an 
unhappy state of affairs in their marriage. He 
admitted he was unable to cope with the prob­ 
lem professionally because he was involved 
emotionally. 
They were a fine, well educated and intel­ 
ligent young couple, yet somehow they had 
not been able to live together in harmony, 
“ I’ll do anything in the world to save our 
m arriage.” he told me, 
“ So will !.” .she said “ 1 reallv don’t know 
why I feel the way I do. I have everything. 
>et I am so unhappy. I resent my husband 
But there is no reason for .so doing, for he is 
kind and I love him ”

Throughout the tur­ 
moil over Formosa. Cho u En-la l has done

tually all the talking on this explosive issue. 
Recently there have been reports from Peiping 
.sources that Chou’s prominence is arousing 
antipathies against him inside the poUtburo. 
This 12-member body is the inner ruling 


caste of Red China. Mao Tse-tung Is the chair­ 
man, and l.iu .Shao-chI is deputy chairman. 
Other key members are Chou, and Gen. Chu 
•li-h. top mihlary leader and a reputed rival of 
Chou. 
Lm and Chou have been at odds. Liu Is 
Moscow-trained. Chou is not. Liu is credited 
with favoring Kremlin policies, while Chou ad­ 
vocates a more independent course. On that, 
he has had the backing of Mao 
In recent months, with the Army playing an 
Increasingly prominent role, a group of younger 
generals have come to the front.

WASHINGTON—There are g(xxl reasons why 
high U S. officials are not giving out with free- 
swinging interpretations about what the shake- 
up in the Kremlin really means. 
It isn’t that they don’t have opinions. They 
do—and they may be right. But 
the reasons the President and 
Secretary Dulles and others are 
being cautious in presenting an 
almost uniform wait-before-speak- 
ing attitude are; 
That they do not want to en­ 
courage any wi.chful thinking that 
thrngs are falling apart within 
the 
Soviet 
dictatorship; 
they 
aren’t. 
That behind the visible tensions and strains 
within the shifting PoUtburo there may well 
tie a planned, ulterior purpose, ominous for 
the V.'est. 
My own judgment—and it is no more than 
that—is that the thinking behind this caution 
can be pul in these terms: 
1.—The purpose behind the toppling of Mal­ 
enkov, the elevation of Marshal Bulganin to 
premier 
and 
the 
appointment 
of 
General 
(irigorl Zhukov as minister of defense Is not 
what it appears to be on the surface. If Malen­ 
kov was really demoted because of “ inexj>e- 
rience in affairs of state,” he would not have 
been replaced by a political general with even 
less experience in affairs of state. .\nd if the 
real power in the Kremlin, Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev, wanted only to turn production from 
consumer goods to more heavy industry, he 
didn’t have to fire Malenkov. He had the power 
to change the policy without changing the pre­ 
mier. 
2.-—Conceivably there could be no more in­ 
vo lved in these shifts than an unadulterated, 
uninhibited struggle for personal supremacy 
within the Kremlin hierarchy. Then, Nikita 
Khrushchev is either now supreme or has su­ 
premacy within his grasp. If that is true, then 
the news from Moscow does not necessarily 
portend changes in foreign policy—either good 
cr bad—but rather, reflects the usual proc­ 
esses of tsrife and bitter, often lethal, rivalry 
which are the nature of dictatorship. If that 
were true,* then these events would not be 
ominous to the outside world and could be 
favorable. 
3.—What, then, is tlie worst that these events 
could mean? In seeking the answer, let us look 
at the following: 
Khrushchev, it no w seems a bunda ntly clear, 


co uld ha ve depo sed Ma lenko v a nytime during 
the pa st six mo uths. Tha t he cho se to do It 
no w suggests a n element o f timing. 
The timing coincides with the action of the 
Chinese Communists in stepping up their un­ 
qualified threats that they will take Formosa 
by force and their repeated references to their 
strong and loyal ally, the Soviet Union. 
The two top leaders of the Soviet Union to­ 
day—Khrushchev and Bulganin—are the two 
Riussians who went to Peking late last year 
to confer with, to negotiate with and perhaps 
to heighten support to Mao Tse-tung and Chou 
En-lai. 
After in.stalling as premier an obedient Partv 
worker. Marshal Bulganin, substantially ac­ 
ceptable to the army. Khru.shchev proceeds to 
take politics out of the defense ministry and 
put at its head the mast respected general in 
the Soviet Union and one of its own mast com­ 
petent military strategists. 


Question: Is it possible that the controlling 
purpose behind forcing these changes at this 
tune is to strengthen and streamline the top 
■ echelons of the Soviet government for military 
reasons because (1» Khrushchev deliberately 
wants to back the Chinese Communists in an 
attack on Formosa, or (2) he secs the attack 
as probable and fears he will have no alterna­ 
tive but be ready to support the Chinese Com­ 
munists. 
None in Washington considers this third in­ 
terpretation as more than speculative. But they 
don’t rule it out. They don’t embrace it; they 
don’t dismiss it.

Knu te Ro ckne wat a man o f 
great fo rce, deep charm and an 
amazing perso nality. 
Whenever 
there waa a gathering o f co ach­ 
es in any city, there waa u su ally 
ju st m e qu estio n, *'Where's Ro ck 
staying" 
That's where they all 
gathered. 
There have been so many fine 
co aches, su ch great invento rs as 
Po p Warner, Lo nnie Stagg and 
Bo b Zu ppke, that no o ne can 
pick the greatest. 
Bu t Ro ckne 
had the greatest o f all in the 
way o f hu man appeal. 
1 co nsider Warner, Stagg and 
Yo st the advance gu ard o f the 
fo o tball invento rs. 
I think that 
Qo ckne 
and 
Percy 
Hau ghto n 
were two o f the greatest co ach­ 
es, with Ro ckne’s persmality and 
rare hu man to u ch lifting him to 
the fro nt. 
Ro ckne had a co lo s­ 
sal memo ry. I’ve been with him 
at clambakes in so me big to wns 
where clu sters o f strange faces 
wo u ld co ngregate aro u nd him. 
He’d pick o u t a face in the 
cro wd and go o ver and shake the 
fello w’s hand. 
‘T saw yo u la.st spring in At­ 
lanta. 
No w do n’t tell me. 
It’s 
Smith . . . Bo b Smith. Ho w are 
yo u , Bo b" 
An Bo b Smith, o r who ever, 
wo u ld leave walktag o n clo u ds. 
That’s o ae prime reaso n why as 
many as 21 special trains were 
needed In the C'hlrago railyard 
when No tre Dame traveled to l.o s 
Angeles to play So u thern Tal. 
Tho se trains were lo aded “with 
Ro ck’s friends." 
He was the greatest perso nal 
salesman I’ve kno wn. 
It was 
small wmder that at the time 
o f his death, Ro ckne was slated 
to take o ver the presidency o f 
Stu debaker Co rpo ratio n. He wo u ld 
have been the Eddie Hickenback- 
er o f the au to mo tive indu stry. 
Ho wever. Ro ck was hardly the 
pro to type o f the accepted pictu re 
dynamic big bu siness brass. 
His dress — a gray o r blu e su it 
— was neat bu t seldo m pressed. 
His hats — brim tu rned u p. cap­ 


ping a kewpie-do ll sku ll and a 
bashed, pixy no se — made him 
an inco ngru o u s pictu re the first 
time yo u saw him. 
I recall 1 was with Westbro o k 
Pegler — who didn’t meet him 
u ntil Ro ck was famo u s. Peg was 
amazed. 
"He lo o ks like a beaten u p tin 
can," w r(^ Peg. 
Ro ckne never fo rgave him. 
Bru nch with Ro ck 
Satu rday evenings du ring fo (^- 
ball seaso n, we u sed to have 
"o pen ho u se" at o u r apartment 
— with fo o d and drink fo r any 
and all co aches who happened 
to be in the neighbo rho o d. Tho se 
co ffee klatches were great fu n, 
and many times were respo nsible 
fo r so me pretty fair co lu mns. Al­ 
so , whenever he was in to wn fo r 
the Army game. Ro ck wo u ld 
co me u p fo r a late "bru nch" o n 
Su nday. 
In 
’23 and ’24, he 
bro u ght alo ng his little qu arter­ 
back, Harry Stu hldreher, fo r bac­ 
o n, eggs and co ffee. The reco l­ 
lectio n o f Ro ckne’s "brain" Stu hl­ 
dreher sitting there all slicked u p, 
his feet no t even reaching the 
flo o r, is a pictu re that Kit and 
1 treasu re, 
"Yo u saw Gipp o n o ne o f his 
better day.s — against Army in 
1920," Ro ck to ld u s o nce in 
a 
qu iet, hu shed to ne, "He fell sick 
later that same sea.so n. In o u r 
final against No rthwestern, 
at 
Evansto n, he climbed o u t o f bed 
to make the trip. 1 u sed him very 
little that day. We were away 
aru i winging — the final was 33- 
7. 
Ru t In (he last qu arter (he 
stands chanted (Jipp's name so 
lo u d and lo ng that I finally sent 
him in fo r a few plays — o n 
that Ice-co vered field with the 
wind o ff Lake Michigan cu tting 
u s all to the bo ne. I go t him 
o u t o f there, qu irk: bu t after re­ 
tu rning to srho o l with a raging 
fever, Ciipp went back to his 
sick bed. He never go t u p. Pneu ­ 
mo nia had him harked to his o wn 
go al line. He barely lived two 
weeks." 
In December. 1930, Ro ck and I 
had lu nch to gether at the Park 
Lace Ho tel. Despite the co ndi- 


tio n o f his legs, he mo ved pret­ 
ty well and seemed In go o d spir­ 
its. Ho llywo o d wanted his tech­ 
nical directio n fcr a fo o tball pic­ 
tu re, and he wanted me to write 
the script. I agreed. 
I believe that’s where Ro ck 
was heading when his plane, car­ 
rying a half do zen o ther passen­ 
gers, crashed in a Kansas co rn­ 
field o n March 31, 1931. 
Fantastic Fanatics 
The earlier fo o tball co aches 
were largely fanatics o f fantas­ 
tic types. Fo r example, after an 
Illino is-Michigan game, Yo st and 
Zu ppke were disco vered still o n 
the field in a vio lent argu ment 
at 10 o ’clo ck that night! 
It was Zu ppke who invented 
and first u sed the hu ddle. It 
was Stagg who u sed the direct 
pass fro m center to the ball car­ 
rier with the qu arterback elim­ 
inated. 
Zu ppke was the to u ghest o f all 
co aches to beat when he po inted 
fo t a certain game — especially 
if he co u ld find so me psycho lo gi­ 
cal wedge to u se against the ene­ 
my. 
Fo r example, 
Fritz Crisler, 
Michigan’s able co ach o nce made 
an Impo rtant mistake. In an in­ 
terview befo re the ’39 game with 


Illino is, he stated that To m Har­ 
mo n was a better back than Red 
Grange. Zu ppke saw his chance. 
"So Harmo n Is better than 
Grange," Zu ppke said to every­ 
o ne he co u ld reach. 
When Illino is, an Inferio r team 
with a far Inferio r rrco rd, met 
mighty MIehtgnn, To mmy Harm- 
o n 
tho u ght

was

against 28 o r 38 men. 
Every 
time he to o k the ball he was 
tackled by eight o r nine players. 
Illino is wo n 16-7 and Zu ppke went 
bark to his painting which , he 
liked as mu ch as fo o tball. 
Percy Hau ghto n, Harvard’s fa­ 
mo u s co ach fro m 1908-16, was 
o ne o f the best in fo o tball’s lo ng 
histo ry. 
It was Hau ghto n who 
first develo ped the hidden ball 
perfectly. 
He wo rked his team 
to the limit in this deceptio n 
where everyo ne had to be an ac­ 
to r. 
He develo ped the 'mo u .se 
trap" fu lly. 1 asked him befo re 
o ne Yale game if he co u ld sto p 
Yale's big line, 
"I'm no t go ing to try," he 
said "Fll let them break thro u gh 
and then cu t them do wn fro m 
the side," 
Harvard wo n that 1914 game 
36 to 0.
